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In the July, 1975 issue of the Numismatist, page 1531, Mr. Rochette published an extensive 
comment on my ad which was reproduced on the facing page. • 

IF , as Mr. Rochette says in his comment; "the ANA does not believe in the suppression of 
any freedom", why didn't Mr. Rochette publish my ad along with his comment in the June 
issue, when it was submitted?? The only reason that comes to my mind is that the Board of 
Governors did not want this reply to appear in the July issue, where it might have affected 
the outcome of the ANA elections l l 

Nobody questions the 'space availability' problem of the ANA bourse tables. What I question 
is the arbitrary manner in which dealers are chosen to be awarded bourse tables. 


IF there is a definitive point system used for this purpose, as is stated, why hasn't the 
point system ever been published, so that dealers could be guided?? The October, 1974 
issue of the Numismatist, on page 2078 mentions four criteria employed in the awarding of 
bourse tables; "Type and variety of material offered. Conduct of the applicant during the 
preceding year. Support of the Association. Advertising in the Numismatist." This Bourse 
Selection Committee Report does not mention or discuss any point system.

As stated in my ad, there KVM has been a complaint lodged against me for any reason. 

I nave been an advertiser in the Numismatist for over 20 years (also stated in my au). 

it is clear that I have been a staunch supporter of the AKA and Numismatics. I have been 
a generous cash contributor to the AMT (the funding arm of the nov successful AMCS progra, 
of the ANA). I have given my time, effort, expertise, Wledge, etc, vithout compensate 
authenticating and attributing coins for the AMCS since the inception of this program. 


In the past, I have not written monographs or articles because of the pressure of 
business, however, I have supplied, data to several authors tnat have resulteo. in a 
number of articles which have been published in the Numismatist, three of which exposed 
extremely deceptive counterfeits of colonial coins. Furthermore, I have provided research 
and techinical information to several authors of numismatic texts, notably: "Early Paper 
Money of America", "Patriotic Civil War Tokens", "The Secret Of The Good Samaritan Shilling", 
"The Fantastic l8o4 Dollar", etc. I've been on the Red Book panel of contributors every 
year since i960. In 1965, at my own expense I attended the International Anti-Forgery 
Congress in Paris, as the official representative of the Professional Numismatists Guild. 

I was a government expert witness, at no fee, and at my own expense, in the trial in Chicago, 
of a man who was convicted of handling coins that were stolen in the Yale University robbery. 
I've just recently supplied information which may result in the recover/ of a stolen collectior 
currently being investigated by the F3I. I was one of the five dealers who helped with 
information regarding coins stolen from another dealer, which were being peddled at the 
ANA convention in New Orleans, 1972. 

Mr. Rochette mentions a 'strong recruitment program' as being a 'contribution-' to the 
ANA. Ke refers to pre-signed application blanks published in numismatic media. I completely 
oppose this practice, and feel that if it is not illegal for a non-profit organization such 
as ours, it is certainly immoral . It defeats the entire purpose of proposers, and 
enables even the most hardened criminals to easily become members. 

Mr. Rochette comments that I experienced an 'alleged loss'. There is nothing 'alleged' 
about my loss!.' Coins, currency and other numismatic items, valued at $135,000.00 in 1971, 
along with all of my reference material and records, were properly deposited in the ANA 
security room of the 1971 Washington, D.C. ANA convention. I was given authorized receipts 
for this material, and upon presentation of these receipts, fhe material was not returned 
to me. He also asks me to explain why I was awarded a bourse table in 1972, 1973 and 1974. 

The explanation is very simple. Tne trial regarding my loss did not come up until the 

Spring of 1974. Had the ANA denied me a bourse table in 1972, 1973 or 1974, it might have 
been very damaging to their defense.

I am returning the two 1768 notes as these are not In condi- 
tion sufficiently good for me. Whoever took apart the sewing and put 
these together again was a master. I still have your inventory numbers 
2277 and 2279 and would appreciate if if you would tell me what the 
price was as I cannot find your ticket. These also have been put together 
by the master repairman. 

The book is coming along nicely and it is taking a great deal 
of time. I will be calling you one of these moments and we'll discuss 
some of the new developments on your battle.

I believe that they 
were treasurers, or other high officials. I'll check this with Joe, but, he's away for 
a few days. I think that they were signed as countersigners, in the same manner that 
Robert Carter Nicholas countersigned some Virginia notes. By the way, I just noticed 
that you called him John Carter Nicholas on page 332. I think that these initials 
were used in 1771 ; and perhaps later, and since older notes were still in circulation, 
they were also so initialed. Could they have been recognition signs for the revolutionists 
or Tories? I've found them on all denominations, from 2.\ shillings up, as well as the 
P7, which might be Greek, Arabic, Hebrew, etc. script. I think that Breen's explanation / 
makes sense, but, the purpose is what puzzles me. There must have been a Greek population 
in No. Car. since I've found several notes with other Greek endorsements. The two notes 
that you returned were repaired by a local friend of mine, who wishes to remain anonymous.

Though I know that you must be up to your ears in the book, I have a problem that must 
be resolved. I've studied this coin for so long that I see it in my dreams. I must 
rule out a die state of Noe 17 for several reasons: The lack of the double cutting of 
the I in denom; the difference in the letter placement of the obverse; the top part of the 
tree; difference in the sahpe of some letters, etc. I had the opportunity to sit down 
and discuss it with Walter over the week-end, and he feels that it's a die struck 
counterfeit, in which the counterfeiter used Noe 17 as a model. He ruled out the 
possibility of a sophisticated cast, where the mold was reworked (which was a possibility 
that John Ford offered) on the basis of the crack in the planchet, as well as the shapes 
of some of the letters, which he says doe® not match the style of any other known 
genuine PTS. In addition, note how the double cutting of the H follows that of the one 
on 17 , but, differs markedly from it. The weight is also far too low for a coin in 
this condition. The inner rings of beads obv and rev of 17 has 4l, where on this, the 
obv is 4l, and the rev is 40. I omitted this from the ANS paper because I couldn't 
figure it out. Now, I'm inclined to go along with Walter. I'd appreciate it very much 
if you would study this carefully, and let me have your opinion. It is Neg # 760046 
at ANS.

Not only are the punches used peculiar to only these two pieces, we do not even 
find a similarity of the style of these letters on any other known genuine. The 
D was evidently made from an 0 punch (Breen says from an upside down D, but I 
still think O) The Es and Ss are most peculiar, having those little circular 
centers, and this style is not repeated anywhere, let alone the exact punches. 

All of this, plus a few other minor details, as well as just the appearance and 
feel, lead me to believe that they're both contemporary counterfeits. You mentioned 
that* it wouldn't pay anyone to counterfeit it just for the value of a shilling. 

I can't go along with that. The 12 weighs 62.25 grains and the 38 , 57- gr. % 

PT (NNM # 142) weighs 61.75, and I don't think that it was made for a variety col- 
lector, since it's about \ gone on obv and rev, and would not be good enough for 
that. The small profit from making slightly underweight pieces seemed to be enough 
for the small time crooks of those days. The records and laws are full of notes 
regarding counterfeiting, and of methods to combat the practice. In addition, the 
small amount of silver gained from clipping also seemed to be enough. Then you have 
the major, as well as some minor efforts of counterfeiting copper coins. Here the 
profit would be even less, especially for a small operation. I'd like to do some more 
work on these pieces, but, before I do, I would like your opinions, refutations, or 
whatever, on the above points. I'm not making a copy of this letter, so please send 
me a photo-copy of it along with your detailed reply. I hate to put you in the pos- 
ition of condemning your own coin, but no one else has one.

P.S. More-- The X in the denomination in all other varieties is well formed, with 
two distinct lines crossing. In 38 (12 is not clear in that area) the lines do not 
cross, hut are more like two small Vs end to end, and not properly alligned. The 6 
is also of a style not seen on any others, having a large round center with a small 6. 

I just re-read NNM § 100 on the Castine deposit. No mention is made of it there. 

Lot ij 2467 in Woodwards Oct. 1863 sale, he just mentions that an account of 'this 
unique piece flrom the lot discovered at Castine, see Historical Magazine for 10 / 63 ". 

The Historical Magazine only mentions that it's from the collection of Charles Payson, 
esq., of Portland Maine, and after a brief description of it says that it's from the 
celebrated deposit found at Castine in l84o. It doesn’t mention who Payson was, 
how he got it from the deposit, or offer any proof that it actually did come from there. 
The article is merely signed *W'. This could very well have been Woodward. The maga- 
zine does not have a list of authors or contributors, so, there's no way of knowing, 
but, it’s a logical assumpxtion. He may have put that in to help sell the coin.

Sometimes my subject matter filing system pays off. I needed 
your Noe 17 problem like a hole in the head, but it was an hour or so 
of relaxation from ray proofreading. I got a signal to go to my file of 
■i-'ine iree matters. Your letter and ray report on the coin you sent are 
enclosed. 


Apparently there were two pieces from identical dies which appeared 
in 1966-7. ify 1967 report shows a 64 grain weight. This Vlack coin has 
a 61 grain weight, ify 1967 report shows three edge splits. This Vlack 
coin has only one, but in the same place as one of the three I described. 
This Vlack coin was illustrated and written up in CN in Jan. 1967 (p. 34) 
and in April, 1967 (p. 46-7). Apparently I gave erroneous opinion to 
Vlack about it. Before going too deeply into the two separate coin matters 
(which apparently you agreed with in 1967) it would be possible that some- 
one filed the edge from 10 to 2 o'clock to remove the splits and reducing 
the weight. But two coins can have planchets split the same way if the ° 
dies are causing too much metal movement at a given point. 

The only new observations I want to make are that the border 
cjiBations from 3 to 6 o'clock are connected too far into the coin to be 
made with a dot punch. The fourth left branch going up is connected to 
the trunk below the fourth right branch.

In ray opinion this is a reasonably modern forgery copied from 
No one could make a double cut H almost the same except a forger 
and thus it isn't a circulating counterfeit of the seventeenth century.

As soon 
as I do, I'll see what cats you're missing, and then will try to get them as well as the p/: 
yourclacking. I'm sorry about #124. It opened at $400. I took it to $550 on your bid 
of $525. , but it still went higher to $560. It was bought by the man who bought the 

Willow at $18,500., #16 @ $6750., #20 @ $3100., #22 @ $3800., #58 @ $5000., #115 @ 5250., 
etc. I doubt that he would have let it go for even a few hundred dollars more. He was 
also the underbidder on #126 which went for $47,000. .' Roper bought that. He had let it 
go in 1973 when Park bought it for $30,000., and was just determined to have it now. I'm 
sure that he didn’t plan on paying that much for it, but I guess that he got carried away 
at the sale. OK , Back to work.

Nice talking with you the other day. I really enjoyed the conversation. I'm still 
anxious to know which Nova die was used to make the piece on page 208. It doesn't 
appear to be any of the known Novas with which I'm familiar. As for your Confederation 
I really feel that I should see it. In checking the plate of lot # 321 in the Maris 

sale ( 1886 ), only the Inimica side is illustrated, and I feel that the entire 

coin should be examined. By the way, the desctiption says that it is better than the 
Bushnell piece, but, from a comparison of both illustrations, it appears to me that the 
Busnell piece is somewhat better. I guess that even then, grading was in the eyes of 
the owner. The H Mass Hist. K Soc. specimen will be sold in the next Stack sale at 
the ANA in Auhust. That has pitting on the obverse, and it may possibly be the Stickney 
or Bushnell piece, both of which had that feature, or it may be another one, I just don't 
remember. Incidentally, I was under the impression that Garrett bought the entire Maris 
sale except for lot # 501, and that they were all still in JHU. Is that story in error, 
or what...? If it's a confidential bit of info, I'll keep it that way, but, if I can, 

I'd be interested in knowing.
